It all started neariv 21 vears 
ago. An educational drama series 
from the BBC, which would use 
the gimmick of a teenager and her 
mysterious, unusual grandfather 
owning a time machine able to 
take them and their companions 
back 10 various famous places in 
long-gone ages. 

Then, following a four-part pre- 
historic serial, writer Terry Nation

changed the course of the new 
series by taking the Time And 
Relative Dimensions In Space 
vehicle — the TARDIS — to the 
planet Skaro, where the passen- 
gers and the viewers would first 
meet the Daleks, science-fiction 
monsters such as the world had 
never seen. 

The popularity soared ever higher. 
Doctor Who became a household 


The appeal of the series be- 
came as wide as the Universes its 
hero was to traverse. It appealed 
to millions of viewers of all ages 一 
everybody who considered him- 
self young at heart would watch 
the half-hour Saturday evening 
exploits of the Doctor and his 
ever-changing companions. 

In fact, a survey commissioned

a few years ago by the BBC dis- 
covered that for every six young 
viewers, four adults would also be 
watching, sometimes from the 
background, but often in the 
foreground as well! 

So remarkable is the concept of 


the Doctor that has slowly 
emerged over the years that even 
the change in the actor plaving the 
role has done nothing whatsoever 
to detract from the character. In 
fact, with each new face, the 
Doctor's own being has fleshed 
out considerably. For, though 
each of the four actors have inter- 
preted the role in his own unique 
Way, each has been able to blend 
into the overall unique (and some- 
what odd) image of the rebel Time 
Lord. 

It would be hard to imagine any 
other tv program losing its one 
‘and only ongoing character, yet 
moving from strength to strength. 
But with Doctor Who, this has 
continued to happen. 

Doubtless it is this scripting 
stroke of brilliance (first written in 
when William Hartnell became 
too poor of health to continue the 


hectic and demanding hours a 
weekiv tv series requires) which 
has helped most to make Doctor 
Who the unique property it is. 

For not only is the program 
BBC's longest-running tv series, 
but it is also the entire world's 
longest-ever science fiction 
based show. 

And so, with such a fantastic 
track record, it is hardly surprising 
that the attraction of the series 
goes far beyond Britain's shores. 

Audiences outside the United 
Kingdom first met the Doctor and 
the TARDIS in two feature films 
starring Peter Cushing, based in 
part on the first two Dalek stories 
from the TV show: Doctor Who 
and the Daleks (1965) and Daleks 
— Invasion Earth 2150 AD (1966). 
For more than ten years, that was 
the only image American audi- 
ences had of the time-traveler 
and his journevs. But in the 
mid-70s. a brief attempt was 
made to syndicate the television 
adventures of the Doctor in the 
U.S., beginning with the then- 
current actor, Jon Pertwee. 

That try failed, but in 1979, 


Time-Life Television (and now, 
Lionheart TV International) began 
to syndicate the seven seasons of 
Tom Baker in the role with great 
success. Today a total of more 
than 60 different stories starring 
three actors in the title role are 
available for viewing in the States. 

Each actor who has plaved the 
role of the rebel Time Lord has 
approached it in his own way, 
bringing out different sides of 
his character. 

William Hartnell played him as 
a mysterious and baffling man of 
science, ever-questioning and 
searching, like some alien Sher- 
lock Holmes. Patrick Troughton 
as the second face of the Doctor 
brought out the image of a clowning- 
around magician . . . almost a 
Galdalt or Merlyn figure with a 
sense of humor. 

James Bond style action and 
adventure came with the dapperly 
dressed Jon Pertwee version. 

In 1974, Tom Baker gave the 
Doctor's flamboyant adventurer 
side a chance, journeying from 
planet to planet, time after time, to 
help all and any in need of his ser- 


vices. 

After seven vears, Baker was 
replaced by Peter Davison, as a 
big-brotheriv Doctor, young, 
heroic, yet more fallible than his 
predecessors, and the first since 
Hartnell to witness the tragedv of 
a travelling companion's death. 

And now, the wheel of time has 
tumed once more, as Colin 
Baker (no relation to Tom) has as- 
sumed the role, playing what 
producer John Nathan-Turner 
promises will be a gentle clown, in 
something of a retum to the 


Troughton image. Colin Baker's 
first story aired this spring in Great 
Britain, and should be available 
for viewing in the U.S. next year. 
Perhaps this is what makes the 
role so Unique . . . it has a feel of 
character so strong, you know 
what the Doctor will do in a given 
situation almost as well as you 
would if he were your brother. 
Then, of course, there are the 
Doctors many companions, his 
monstrous foes, and his mysteri- 
ous homeworid. All have been 
given a unique opportunitv to 


slowly develop over the 140 
different stories the Doctor has 
been involved in. 

The Doctor remains one of the 
most special creations in all of film 
and television science fiction. 
Since that first meeting with him 
and his TARDIS at 76 Totters 
Lane, London, in 1963, we have 
learned a good deal about this re- 
negade Time Lord and his past. 
But each time he changes form, 
we are given a new mystery to 
solve, a new chance to answer the 
question, “Doctor Who?”
